New Orleans, April 23, 1844. 
Brother Willey : 

An article upon the [annexation of Tex¬ 
as appeared in the N. O. Tropic (a whig 
paper) of yesterday morning containing 
statements so different from those I have 
read at the north in northern Whig papers 
that 1 begin to think very seriously that 
Southern whiggery and northern whigge- 
ry are not one and the same, nay, that 
they are perfect antagonists. I have been 
in the habit of reading in northern Whig 
papers, that the whigs as a party 
posed to annexation—that if that question 
was to be brought before the country as 
one of a party question,the whigs would be 
united to oppose it. 1 think one Editor 
went so far as to say he would leave air 
other party considerations,he would aban¬ 
don the tariff, he would abandon Henry 
Clay himself and unite with those who 
would oppose such a scheme. If I u 
take not, a whig Editor, now in Congi 
from the State of Maine—in his stump 
speeches was wont to affirm that the whig 
party were opposed to the annexation of I 
Texas—also that the whig party was in 
principle the Anti Slavery party. But 
what says this ‘ Ameficanus ’—this South¬ 
ern whig—speaking through a Southern 
paper to southern whigs 1 Hear him— 

‘ To the Editors of the Tropic ; 

Having at all' times regarded you as 
candid and impartial laborers in the cause 
of whig principles, and of Southern rights, 

I take the liberty of offering you a few re¬ 
marks, in reply to some of your late arti¬

CHURCH ACTION. 

The following are Resolutions which 
cussed at a meeting of the Congregational Church 
of Winslow by several of the brethren 
I8th of November, 1843, (and a unanime 
of acceptance was then passed upon them with 
the exception of the first.) 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas the members of the Congregational 
Church of Winslow have solemnly covenanted 
take the word of God as the rule of their life and 
ion, and to’ seek the honor of hi 
and the interests of his kingdom, and to 
berly, righteously, and godly in the world.’ And 
whereas, the holding of human beings in slavery, 
as practiced by many professing Christians in our 
i-thfiir_ opinion a flagrant violation oi 
God’s law, a practical disregard of the honor oi 
contrary to the spirit and precepts, of the 
gospel of Christ, a direct denial and cruel vioja- 
l of the rights of men, and consequently totally 
(insistent with the Christian character and pro- 
iion. Therefore Resolved— 
st. That we as a church feel constrained by 
regard for the word of God and for the honor 
of his name, and the interests of his king-doth, by 
our promise to live soberly, righteously, and god¬ 
ly in the world, and to promote the peace, edifica¬ 
tion and purity of the church, to withdraw from 
all professing Christians who hold slaves, or open¬ 
ly justify and defend tbe practice of slavholding, 
all those forms or expressions of fellowship which 
imply that we regard them as worthy members of 
Christ's visible body. 

2d. That we believe it to be the duty of Chris¬ 
tian ministers, and churches in their official aud 
ecclesiastical relations, to bear unequivocal and 
decided testimony against the sin of slaveholding, 
and in their civil relations to go to the extent ol 
their constitutional rights in seeking its immedi¬ 
ate removal. 

3d. That the religious, civil and domestic con 
dition of the slaves are such as imperiously to de 
mand the prayers and Christian sympathies of tin 
churches, and that we consider it our duty to seel 
and diffuse correct information in regard to the 
condition and claims ofj the slave—the sin of the 
system of slavery—and the proper method of 

-and to observe the monthly concert of | 
prayer for the enslaved. " 

4th. That the manufacturings vending or ns 
toxicating liquors as a beverage are praeti 
fraught with so much evil, and so inconsistent 
the Christian profession, that we cannot tol- 
them in the members of this Church, and 
that we will discountenance them in other people. 

5th, That we regard all the members of this 
church as under covenant obligations to refrain 
from all violations of the law and precepts of the 
word of God, and to maintain a high practical re¬ 
gard for the peace, purity and prosperity of the 
Church. That as far as practicable, w 
tend all the regular meetings of the church, and 
hold ourselves in readiness to do as far as in us 
whatever will best promote the mutual edifi¬ 
cation, and spiritual prosperity of the members ofj 
the church. 

6th. That it shall be the duty of the Pastor or 
Clerk ol the church to read these Resolves, to¬ 
gether with the ‘ Articles of faith and covenant ’ 
before the church at least once a year, and always, 
tubers are received into the church 


nominated by their party. That there are many 
unprincipled men, set up as candidates for office, 
no one doubts, that they receive the suffrages of) 
many, who profess to be governed by correct prin¬ 
ciples, is undeniable. Just as long as these men 
will give their support to such men, we shall have 
no other. But just let all in the community, who 
profess to be governed by sound moral principles, 
let only all the members in the evangelical church¬ 
es, take a decided stand, and steadfastly refuse to 
vote for any man, who violates any of the funda¬ 
mental laws of morality in his allowed practice,or 
who abets any such violation,soon men will be se¬ 
lected for office of such principles and character as 
they can, on consistent, scriptural grounds, sus¬ 
tain by their votes. This statement is; made in the 
full belief, that nren professing to be governed by 
aorrect principles, if not a majority, have certainly 
the balance of power. They can control the elec¬ 
tions. They can prevent immoral men from be¬ 
ing clothed with official power to do evil. It is 
[heir indispensable duty to do it- God holds them 
responsible. By neglecting to do it, ruin, inevita¬ 
ble ruin will come on our country ; and which 
they have it in their power to prevent. Political 
igogues may call this croaking. But the 
on is formed from the principles, upon which 
God deals with nations, as they have been devel¬ 
oped in his word and in his providence.

That wo consider the practice of duelling, 
in all circumstances whatever, as entitling its 
petrators and abettors, to the appellation of 
dcrers, and as exposing them to the eternal wrath 
of God. 

3d. That professors of religion, who unite v 
a political party in elevating duellists to office, 
recreant to their allegiance to Christ, who has 
manded them to ‘ abstain from the appearance 


of e 




4th. That the perpetuity of thism 
free and happy people, depends upon out obedi¬ 
ence to the laws of the Most High ; and therefore, 
that the love of country,as well as the fear of God, 
-demands of every citizen his unqualified repro¬ 
bation of the murderous system of duelling,

As much has of late been said in regard to Chris¬ 
tians voting for duelists to office, 1 have judged it 
ight he well to have some opinions on that sub¬ 
ject, given at a time and in circumstances, when 
they would be likely to utter candidly the dictates

;r, or for slaveholders, they must believe that no 
n can disqualify a man for office.

Jehovah has said, ‘ He that ru- 
eth over men must be just, ruling in the fear of 
God? 2. Samuel 23 ; 3. ‘ Moreover thou shall 

provide out of all the people, able men, such as 
fear God, men of truth, hating covetousness.’— 
Exodus 18: 21. ‘ When the righteous are in au¬ 

thority the people rejoice ; but when the wicked 
L reth rule, the people mourn. Proverbs29 : 2. 
we have any such men in the community, why 
is it not the duty of the electors to give their suf¬ 
frages for such men, and for no other;? These are 
just the kind of men, which we need. We need 
them, especially to stay that fearfully increasing 
flood of sabbath-breaking, of debauchery, and op¬ 
pression, which is sweeping over the country.

have hitherto neglected to redeem my promise 
?mo yon, pri!ieiim!!_y for ttie reason that I have 
had nothing of very special interest to your read 
nmunieate. The first week of the Con¬ 
ference is usually taken up in organizing .and 
adopting.the preliminaries not of general, interest 
There was one or two items unimportant in them- 
iclves, yet they may be considered St least as in 
dicating the way the wind blows,. After the open¬ 
ing of the conference a series of resolutions was 
presented by John Earley of Virginia, [providing 
for the "appointment of the usual committees 
although a committee,on slavery was needed, 
he had every reason to believe that such a 
mittee would be ordered, yet, he did not include 
in the series ; although every other standing 
committee was included. . The next* day however 
when the conferences were called in-order, for the 
presentation of petitions &<;., the memorials 
slavery began, to "pour in signed by hundreds of | 
members of our church. Then, John A. Collins 
of the Baltimore Conference, asked for a commit¬ 
tee,on slavery, consisting of one member from 
each of the Annual Conferences thirty two" in 
number. This produced a tempest in the tea-pot. 
Dr. Capers of South Carolina, hoped the- motion 
would not prevail—we did not need the commit¬ 
tee. The general Conference had no power to 
legislate upon the subject, &c. And other south¬ 
ern brethren were also opposed, but the motion 
prevailed, and the committee was appointed. We 
may expect therefore a regular battfe. But we are 
ready for them. Tbe abolitionists are in excellent 
1 ready for war—war against slavery and 
if the church. There is a great amount 
of anti slavery feeling in this Conference, more I 
think, than in any Conference of the kind that has 
assembled for years. Although the Northern and 
Western men do not wish tb be called Abolition¬ 
ists, yet they are decidedly opposed to slavery, 
and will 1 think go strong against it. There a: 
several questions that will come up before us, nei 
jssarily involving the subject of slavery, asic 
from the memorials upon the subject. The case 
of Bishop Andrew who within the last year be- 
slaveholder by marriage. Against tb 
there will 1 think be a strong vote. The brethre 
ion slaveholding Slates, together wil 
the delegation from the Baltimore Conference,will 
go strong against the Bishop. The r 
probably be, he will lie required to give up hJs 
slaves, or his office. lie will probably take the 
alternative ; for, he will doubtless considr 
ives more valuable than bis office. Th 
coins providentially presented,that the ones 
tion may come up, untrammelled as the conserva-

of slavery. If therefore the Conference con¬ 
demns him, which I think is unquestionable, they 
will giye the official voice of the church against 
slavery. Petitions have come in from nearly eve¬ 
ry one of the northern conferences against the res¬ 
olution of the last general Conference prohibiting 
in certain eases, the testimony of colored persons 
in church trials. That miserable ungodly resolu¬ 
tion will be Swept from the journals of the Con¬ 
ference. Upon the whole, I think there never 
was so much anti-slavery in the church in propor¬ 
tion to the numbers as now. Let us thank God 
and take courage. There is a subject now before 
us—an appeal from the Baltimore Conference in¬ 
volving the whole question of slavery. But as it 
is not yet decided, I will reserve it for another 
communication.

NORTH YARMOUTH AND TEXAS. 

At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of North 
Yarmouth, holden in the Town House, on Man- 
day, April, 29, 1844, the ^following Preamble and 
Resolves were passed. 

Whereas it has been announced by the Govern- 
ent paper at Washington, that the President of| 
the United States has endeavored to secure by 
treaty the annexation of Texas to this Union— 
And whereas, the annexation of Texas being of 
vital importance to the Union of the States, it 
becomes the duty and interest of the people of 
the United States to form and express their opin¬ 
ions upon a question of so much consequence as 
this. Therefore in town meeting 
Resolved, That the farther extension of the ter¬ 
ritory of the States is not for tbeir ad vantage and 
mght not to be done. 

Resolved, That our system Of State and feder¬ 
ate Government is not adopted to an extensive 
and extending territory. 

Resolved, That the existence ; of negro slavery 
Texas constitutes a valid objection to its annex¬ 
ion to this Union. 

Resolved, that the acquisition of territory is not 
re of the functions of the treaty making power 
conferred on the President and the Senate by the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Resolved, That being anxious for the preserva- 
in of peace and good faith with all the world, 
e ratifying, by the Senate of the United States, 
of rhe treaty presented by the President would 
| jeopardize the amicable relations with Mexico. 
Resolved, That the Representative in Congress 
orii this district, and the Senators from the 
State of Maine be requested to exert themselves 
within their Constitutional sphere to prevent the 
mexation of Texas. 

Resolved, That the foregoing be signed, by the 
Moderator and Clerk and forwarded to Mr. Dun- 


The next argument is, that as the missionaries 
are allowed to be liberty party men, therefore the 
society’s paper cannot consistently, be prohibited 
from opposing that party.
